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Holcomb to extend stay-at-home 
order for another 14 days 


ISDH: State’s COVID-19 death toll now over 100

During a televised press con- 
ference Friday afternoon, Gov. 
Eric Holcomb announced he 
had extended the state’s public 
health emergency order for an- 
other 30 days to May 3. 

Holcomb also announced he 
would extend the state’s stay- 
at-home order for another two 


weeks starting on Monday. 

The stay-at-home order orig- 
inally extended to April 7. 
That date will be pushed back 
to April 21. 

Earlier in the day Friday, 
the Indiana State Department 
of Health (ISDH) announced 
that 408 additional Hoosiers 
have been diagnosed with 
COVID-19 through testing at 
ISDH, the Centers for Disease 


Control and Prevention (CDC) 
and private laboratories. That 
brings to 3,437 the total num- 
ber of Indiana residents known 
to have the novel coronavirus 
following corrections to the 
previous day’s total. 

A total of 102 Hoosiers have 
died to date. Deaths are report- 
ed based on when data are re- 
ceived by ISDH and occurred 
over multiple days. 


To date, 17,835 tests have 
been reported to ISDH, up 
from 16,285 on Thursday. 

Marion County had the most 
new cases, at 126. Other coun- 
ties with more than 10 new 
cases were Allen (12), Decatur 
(11), Hamilton (14), Hendricks 
(23), Johnson (10), Lake (28), 
Lawrence (10), Porter (10) and 
Vanderburgh (10). 

As of Friday, Wabash Coun- 
ty had still only recorded one 
confirmed case, according to 
the ISDH. 


The complete list of coun- 
ties with cases is included in 
the ISDH COVID-19 dash- 
board at coronavirus.in.gov, 
which will be updated daily at 
10 a.m. 

Cases are listed by county of 
residence. 

Private lab reporting may be 
delayed and will be reflected 
in the map and count when re- 
sults are received at ISDH.

gram (SNAP) benefits when 
April distributions begin this 
Sunday, according to a press 
release. 

“The additional funds are 
intended to help Hoosiers 
obtain food and support for 
their families while Indiana 
responds to the COVID-19 
pandemic,” stated the release. 

The federal Families First 


Coronavirus Response Act 
gives states the option to 
provide SNAP households 
with the maximum SNAP 
allotment, which is based 
on household size. SNAP 
households that are not cur- 
rently receiving the maxi- 
mum allotment will receive 
additional benefits that bring 
their allotment amount to 
the maximum. Households 
already receiving the maxi- 
mum benefit will not receive 
additional benefits.

wedding day. 

At one time they planned 
for about 150 guests. But as 
orders and recommendations 
from the CDC and Michi- 
gan’s governor were hand- 
ed down in response to the 
coronavirus pandemic, that 
number dwindled quickly.

E a democracy, government 
officials must always tell it 
straight — especially during a 
pandemic — and never hide be- 
hind a mask of misinformation. 

Yet it appears the American 
people have been fed mislead- 
ing advice from many sources, 
including the federal govern- 
ment, downplaying the protec- 
tion face masks can provide 
against COVID-19. 

The best advice now, as best 
as we can suss out, is that you 
should consider wearing a 
mask, even of the homemade 
variety, whenever you must 
venture out into a public space, 
even if you believe you are 
healthy. It may provide at least 
some marginal protection. 

That’s not the official advice 
of the federal government — not 
yet — but the official advice has 
not been consistent or trust- 
worthy. We’re just telling you 
what we would do. We would 
wear a mask. 

At least as early as late last 
month, official sources were 
discouraging people who had 
not been infected by the coro- 
navirus from wearing a mask. 
On Feb. 29, for example, U.S. 


Surgeon General Jerome Ad- 
ams tweeted “Seriously people 
— STOP BUYING MASKS!” 
The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention has 
repeatedly stated that masks 
should be worn only by people 
stricken by the virus and those 
caring for them. 

Now, though, we are learn- 
ing that masks possibly can 
provide a measure of protec- 
tion for people who aren’t 
sick, if used properly. And the 
CDC, it was reported Monday, 
may soon reverse itself and 
encourage people to wear face 
coverings of some sort during 
the pandemic. 

Why hasn’t this been the 
message all along? 

Apparently there are several 
understandable, yet ultimately 
unacceptable, reasons. 

Public health authorities, for 
one, don’t want people stock- 
piling high-quality masks, ag- 
gravating shortages for health 
care workers and others on the 
front lines of combating the 
pandemic. 

Also, when a mask isn’t 
properly used, it’s not nearly as 
effective as people might be- 


lieve. The worry has been that 
if people think wearing a mask 
provides strong protection, 
they will ignore other essential 
safety measures, such as phys- 
ical distancing and thorough 
hand-washing. 

We get that. As Mayor Lori 
Lightfoot learned when she 
was forced to close down the 
lakefront because people were 
ignoring physical distancing, it 
can be darn hard to get people 
to follow the rules. 

But the result of this earli- 
er questionable advice about 
masks — just don’t bother — 
might be that more people have 
spread and caught the virus. It 
never made sense all along to 
say that the same masks that 
are essential to the health of 
doctors and nurses offer the 
general public no particular 
protection. 

The better informed the 
American people are, even 
if that information is highly 
nuanced, the sooner our nation 
will turn the corner in the fight 
against COVID-19.

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A COVID-19 basic income

ou may remember Andrew 

Yang. He was a Democratic 
candidate for President who had 
a surprisingly successful run. 
He didn’t have any political ex- 
perience. And unlike most of his 
competitors, he brims with joy 
and thoughtfulness about policy. 
His most intriguing (and pop- 
ular) proposal is to give every 
American $1,000 per month. 

With COVID-19, some 
politicians have been pitching 
similar proposals — at least 
temporarily, during the crisis. 
As usual, it would be better — at 
least on paper — to target the 
assistance, more effectively, to 
those in need. As such, quicker 
and more liberal unemployment 
insurance and health care for the 
newly-unemployed makes more 
sense, assuming the government 
can do this well. 

The fancy term for this is 
“Universal Basic Income 
(UBD, that is, everyone should 
have (or be given) enough 
income to survive. The idea has 
been around for decades and 
championed by thinkers and 
politicians on the Left and the 
Right. (As a budding young 
economist, I remember reading 
about it through Milton Fried- 
man.) 

Yang motivates UBI from his 
concern about the impact of 
technological advance on the 
labor market. This is always 
a factor in the “churn” of the 
market. But he believes this 
time is different — along the 
lines of a crisis, particularly 
for less-skilled workers. (His 
favorite example is truck drivers 
being replaced by self-driving 
vehicles.) I’m confident that 
his worries are exaggerated — 
that our current technological 
advances will not be much more 
disruptive than what we’ve seen 
in the past. 

But there are other reasons 
to consider UBI. A year ago, 


I read Charles Murray’s nice 
little book on the topic, “In Our 
Hands: A Plan to Replace the 
Welfare State.” His argument is 
that UBI would be better than 
our current welfare system — 
cheaper, less intrusive and fewer 
disincentives. If America insists 
on a significant “welfare state,” 
a well-constructed UBI would 
almost certainly be better. 

Murray’s UBI proposal is that 
all Americans ages 21 and over 
would be offered catastrophic 
health insurance coverage and 
$10,000 per year by the feder- 
al government. (High cost-of 
living states might choose to 
supplement this. If not, many 
people would choose to move to 
lower cost-of-living areas.) 

Yang’s proposal kicks in at 
age 18, but Murray is wiser in 
proposing UBI at age 21. This is 
crucial, since the habits created 
between ages 18 and 21 will 
change the way that the UBI is 
perceived. Someone in college 
will not be tempted (much) to 
leave college to rely on the UBI 
at 21. Someone who works after 
high school for three years is 
less likely to be tempted to leave 
a job, income, and career path to 
rely solely on the UBI at 21. 

The UBI would replace all 
other federal welfare programs. 
People could opt into the UBI or 
stay with their current arrange- 
ments. As Murray explains, 
aside from people at or near 
retirement, most people will 
choose the UBI. (Again, states 
might supplement these efforts 
— particularly, to help those with 
children.) 

One advantage is immediately 
obvious: the dog’s breakfast of 
current federal welfare pro- 
grams for the poor would be 
replaced by a cash grant that 
is simpler, more efficient, and 
less prone to promote disincen- 
tives to work, to save, and to 
form and maintain a two-parent 
household. 

Unlike welfare programs, all 


people would receive the UBI, 
so it would remove the stigma 
for receiving “assistance”. It 
would reduce the disincentives 
to work because you would still 
receive UBI, even if you earned 
quite a bit. It would reduce the 
disincentive to save. Current- 
ly, recipients can have their 
government benefits reduced or 
even cut off — if they save “too 
much.” And it would reduce the 
disincentives against two-parent 
households among the poor, 
since current programs are 
often conditional on not being 
married. 

Conservatives will applaud the 
UBI’s efficiency and reduced 
disincentives on work, saving 
and family formation. Liberals 
will appreciate resources for the 
needy, the removal of stigma 
for welfare and disempowering 
the bureaucracy that tends to 
dehumanize recipients. 

How would we pay for the 
UBI? It turns out that the 
current set of entitlement and 
welfare programs are more 
expensive. Murray recommends 
a modest UBI reduction rate 
between $30,000 and $60,000, 
so that those above the poverty 
line receive less from the UBI, 
reducing its costs. (And we 
might expect wealthy and liberal 
people to refuse the payments, 
lowering costs further.) 

Murray’s concerns are clearly 
valid. Society cannot afford to 
destroy incentives to work, save 
and raise children in two-par- 
ent households. And taxpayers 
cannot afford the current system 
of entitlements and welfare 
programs. The UBI would be a 
big improvement over the status 
quo. Thanks to Murray and 
Yang for promoting the idea.

S outh Carolina author Josephine Hum- 
phreys recently posed a problematical 
question on Facebook: If you’re a doctor 
and you have 10 patients with coronavirus 
but can only save nine, who do you let die? 

It is often the writer’s purpose to explore 
questions that are otherwise imponderable. 
William Styron broke the world’s heart 
with a similar question in his novel, “So- 
phie’s Choice.” Set in Nazi 
Germany, a mother, Sophie, 
was given a choice by her 
heartless captors: Which 
of her children would she 
allow to live? 

Styron cuts so close to the 
bone that one wonders, why 
even think of such a thing? 
Because that’s what artists 
are compelled to do. 

On a lighter note, novelist 
Christopher Buckley teased out the idea 
in “Boomsday” that, in light of Social Se- 
curity trust fund shortfalls, baby boomers 
should kill themselves — a satirical idea 
that was embraced in the book and, now 
almost prophetically, seems to be taking 
hold in the swamp we call Washington, 
D.C. 

Death is too much with us today. The 
U.S. now leads the world in the num- 
ber of confirmed coronavirus cases. By 
the time I finish this column, more will 
have died of the plague we’ve come to 
know as COVID-19. As most of us have 
turned inward, staying inside our houses 
and keeping our distances elsewhere, we 
try to absorb the news that there aren’t 
enough masks for medical personnel or 
enough hospital beds and, most horrifying, 
ventilators for the number of patients who 
eventually will need them. 

Suddenly, Humphreys’ question is not so 
Strange. 

We know that elderly people are the 
most vulnerable to the virus’s ravages, as 
are those with pre-existing conditions that 
make recovery more vexing. Smokers, 
asthmatics, diabetics, people who are very 
obese — all are more likely to have severe 
symptoms than people who are healthier. 

With limited supplies of ventilators, who 
gets them and who does not? More to the 
point, who doesn’t get one and dies as a 
result? Somebody makes that call. Which 
brings us back to Humphreys’ question 
and what seems the obvious answer — the 
elderly would be either denied more often 
than people who are younger, or at least 
asked, pretty please, might you be ready 
to go? 

In recent days, there have been subtle and 
not-so-subtle nudges in that direction. 

Most overt was the suggestion by Texas 
Lt. Gov. Dan Patrick that many grandpar- 
ents, apparently including Patrick him- 
self, would rather die than allow social 
distancing to crush the economy. He told 
Fox News anchor Tucker Carlson that he’d 
rather take the risk of being infected by the 
coronavirus than have his grandchildren 
inherit an economic collapse. 

“No one reached out to me and said, ‘As 
a senior citizen, are you willing to take a 
chance on your survival in exchange for 
keeping the America that all America loves 
for your children and grandchildren?’ ... 

If that is the exchange, I’m all in,” Patrick 
said. 

The lieutenant governor claimed that he 
knew many others who feel just as he does 
about getting the country back to work, 
including Donald Trump, though it seems 
unlikely that the president would volunteer 
to die for anyone’s sake. Narcissism, not to 
mention the survival instinct, doesn’t work 
that way. 

Meanwhile, I’ve been hearing a lot from 
doctors and others about “advance direc- 
tives,” the documents by which healthy 
people create binding directives that detail 
their wishes for medical treatment should 
they become incapacitated and unable to 
speak for themselves. Most healthy people, 
especially the young, probably think they’d 
rather not be put on a ventilator, but then 
along came the coronavirus, and perhaps 
they’re not so sure anymore. (Time for me 
to update a directive I created in my 20s!) 

Calvin Alexander, a critical care doctor 
in Shreveport, Louisiana, reported to me 
by email that he “not infrequently” treats 
critically ill elderly patients in intensive 
care who, ignorant of advance directives, 
opt out of ventilators and other life support 
once their options are explained. 

With recent discussions about rationing 
resources, Alexander urged a national 
discussion about advance directives. “We 
need to make sure we use them (ventila- 
tors) on patients that want them in the first 
place.” 

No doubt, he’s right about the conver- 
sation, but I’m not sure he or Patrick are 
correct about the degree of sacrificial altru- 
ism afoot in our retirement communities. 
Four of my close neighbors, all in their 
80s, recently survived coronavirus, and I’m 
confident they were grateful for medical 
treatment, including ventilators. 

By all means, let’s encourage thoughtful 
planning for end-of-life concerns. But 
let’s also beware insidious messaging that 
encourages our older citizens to sacrifice 
themselves for the young. After all, every- 
one eventually gets old, if we’re lucky. 

And, to rephrase Humphreys’ question: 
Whose grandparents should die — yours or 
mine?

Patriotism sweeps county 
at the start of World War I 


he word that President 

Woodrow Wilson had 
signed a declaration of war 
against Germany reached Wa- 
bash by telegraph on April 6, 
1917. It came as no surprise. 
The United States had been 
moving in that 
direction for 
some time, 
and feelings of 
patriotism had 
been building 
in Wabash 
County. 

Only two 
days before 
America 
went to war, 
employees at the Service 
Motor Truck Company on the 
west edge of town gathered 
with a handful of townsfolk to 
dedicate a new flagpole and 
raise a new flag at the factory 
site. By coincidence, Indiana 
Gov. James P. Goodrich was 
speaking in Wabash that day. 

At the last minute, the 
Reverend Doctor Frank 
Jaynes and others prevailed 
upon the governor to deliver 
a short talk at the flag-rais- 
ing. The governor agreed 
and delivered what the Plain 
Dealer described as “... a 
stirring patriotic address.” (A 
large photograph of that event 
hangs on the east wall of the 
meeting room at the Wabash 
County Museum.) 

Even before the president 
signed the declaration of war, 
the Indiana National Guard 
stepped up its recruiting 
efforts. Travis Whitesell, a 
ranking officer of the Indiana 
Guard and a resident of rural 
Laketon, began soliciting 
volunteers in the northern part 
of the county. On April 5, he 
announced that 45 men from

Laketon, North Manchester, 
Liberty Mills, Urbana and 
Roann had volunteered and 
would form the first company 
from Wabash County to head 
off to service. 

Two days after war was 
declared, the Eagles Theater 
was filled to overflowing with 
hundreds of citizens who 
attended a patriotic meeting 
planned earlier in the week. 
Charles Brookwalter, a former 
mayor of Indianapolis and 
a native of Wabash Coun- 
ty, came back home as the 
featured speaker at the rally. 
Brookwalter, a sternly hand- 
some man, brought the crowd 
to its feet time and again with 
his remarks. 

Veterans of the Civil War 
and the Spanish-American 
War gathered at Memorial 
Hall and marched to the 
theater. They entered through 
the theater’s side doors and 
Mayor James Wilson escorted 
them to the stage. Those who 
were there said the cheering 
was deafening. Over the next 
several days, nearly every 
town and village in the county 
staged patriotic meetings 
complete with orations, 
singing and mass pledges to 
support the war effort which 
was just beginning. 

There were no commercial 
radio stations in the United 
States in 1917, but there were 
significant numbers of ama- 
teur stations, many of which 
were operated by young men 
and boys as a hobby. In a state 
of quick reaction to the new 
state of war, President Wilson 
issued an executive order 
shutting down those stations. 

Three wireless stations were 
in Wabash County. Joseph and 
Fred Bechtold who lived west
